[Claim 1] The CGI (Common Gateway Interface) program which exists in the WWW 
server on the Internet (World WideWeb server) (1 41), The HTML (Hyper Text Markup 
Language) text file which exists in the WWW server on the Internet and has the first 
homepage address (2), Exist in the WWW server on the Internet and it has the second 
different homepage address from said homepage address. The HTML text file by which 
call appearance is carried out as a result of performing said CGI program (1 41)<3), 
The HTML text file which has the third homepage address which exists in the WWW 



server on the Internet and is further different from said homepage address (4), Two or 
more computers for seeing homepage data (5, 6, 7), It is constituted by the WWW 
browser (World WideWeb browser) incorporated in said computer. And said HTML text 
file (2) The HTML functor for displaying the data which starts said CGI program <1 41) 
and is obtained on a part of homepage viewing area of a WWW browser <8) ( The 
homepage display system of the Internet which calls said HTML text file (4) and is 
characterized by consisting of HTML functors (9) for displaying on a part of other 
homepage viewing areas of said WWW browser. 

[Claim 2] The homepage display system on the Internet according to claim 1 
constituted so that the HTML document from which said CGI program (1 41) differed 
according to the time zone when the program was performed, respectively might be 
called. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the homepage display system of the 
Internet which displays the homepage information on the Internet on a KONN pewter 
or the Internet information terminal as the CGI (Common Gateway Interface) program 
in the WWW (World Wide Web) server on the Internet and the homepage file in a WWW 
server using the WWW browser of a computer. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] It started by Arpanet from which the Planning Bureau 
(ARPA) of the Department of Defense of the United States connected and made the 
computer of four American universities with the Internet in 1 969, and expansion was 
continued by connecting after that the network which the foundation of an American 
government system supports, and other networks one after another, and the current 
Internet has been done. In this way, the generic name of the connected huge network 
is the Internet. That is, it is the generic name of all computer networks. That is, the 
Internet points out the thing of one big network where two or more computer 
networks with a protocol called TCP/IP were connected. The structure of WWW 
(World Wide Web) further becomes easy to use the Internet. 

[0003] WWW is the structure for accessing to the information in the world simply, and 
is the method of the Internet for choosing information needed, clicking the screen of a 



computer with a mouse. In WWW, the informational whereabouts follows and sticks to 
information needed a picture and only by clicking it with the mouse, since it marks and 
is shown by ******** language (language with an underbar). The information on a 
multimedia mold that the graphic which can do like this and can be seen, and the 
hypertext (marking ******** language) were put together is the object called a 
homepage. The data on the Internet, such as a text all over the world, voice, an image, 
and an animation, can be searched easily, and a homepage can see now. 
[0004] as the tool which realizes the structure of WWW — Netscape if the software 
called WWW browsers, such as Navigater, is developed, a difficult command is inputted 
thereby till then or the list of file names is not looked for, arrive at information — the 
structure which is called a homepage to the Internet which was not and which peruses 
a screen was offered. A homepage is the assembly of various data in the computer 
connected to the Internet, and has the address on the Internet. If directions of see 
[ which homepage ] to go are received, by investigating the address, a WWW browser 
will pick out separate data, such as a text, an image, and voice, from the server by 
which the specified homepage is stored, and will display it on a computer. 
[0005] In order that a WWW browser may display the data of a homepage on the 
screen of a computer, a common language called HTML (Hyper Text Markup 
Languages) is used. The homepage has data written in this HTML language. With this 
HTML language, a homepage arranges which photograph where or When the language 
to which which alphabetic character was made into what kind of magnitude, the color 
of a background was made into what color, or **** stuck with the mouse is clicked 
The information which homepage is displayed on a degree is written, and a WWW 
browser interprets the HTML language of a homepage, makes a scattering text, an 
image, voice, etc. coalesce as a homepage, and is displayed on the screen of a 
computer. A beautiful homepage like a magazine can be seen now. 
[0006] Moreover, there is also functor for performing the program on the WWW server 
called a CGI (Common Gateway Interface) program in HTML language. 
[0007] Various files including the information by HTML language and the program 
(HTTPD) which transmits a file according to the request from a WWW browser are 
surely included in the WWW server with a homepage. On the other hand, the WWW 
browser is included in the computer and the Internet information terminal which look 
at a homepage. As mentioned above, these structure is called WWW and the server 
which is sending the homepage is called WWW server. 

£0008] The configuration of the conventional homepage for drawing 10 dividing the 
screen of a WWW browser and displaying it, when the separate homepage is being 



seen with two or more computers or Internet information terminals is shown, and 
drawing 1 1 shows the configuration of an index.html file. Computer A f Computer B, 
and Computer C are connected with the WWW server A and the WWW server B at the 
Internet The homepage A in the WWW server A has the HTML text file of the 
identifier of index.html, and a HTML text file named File A, and has the address called 
http://www.aa.com/homeA/index.html and http://www.aa.com/homeA/fileA.html, 
respectively. Moreover, the homepage B in the WWW server A has the HTML text file 
of the identifier of index.html, and a HTML text file named File B, and has the address 
called http://www.aa.com/homeB/index.html and 

http://www.aa.com/homeB/fileB.html, respectively. The homepage C in the WWW 
server A has the HTML text file of the identifier of index.html, and a HTML text file 
named File C, and has the address of the identifier of 

http://www.aa.com/homeC/index.html and http://www.aa.com/homeC/fileC.html, 
respectively. There is a HTML text file of the identifier of File X and File Y in the WWW 
server B, and it has the address on the Internet called http://www.bb.com/fileX.html 
and http://www.bb.com/fileY.html, respectively. The WWW browser is included in 
Computer A, Computer B, and Computer C, respectively. 

[0009] The HTML functor 12 of displaying the information on File X on the first 
viewing area of a WWW browser as shown in drawing 1 1 , and the HTML functor 13 of 
displaying the information on File A on the second viewing area of a WWW browser are 
written to the index.html file of Homepage A. Similarly, the HTML functor of displaying 
the information on File X on the first viewing area of a WWW browser, and the HTML 
functor of displaying the information on File B on the second viewing area of a WWW 
browser are written to the index.html file of Homepage B. Moreover, the HTML functor 
of displaying the information on File X on the first viewing area of a WWW browser, and 
the HTML functor of displaying the information on File C on the second viewing area 
of a WWW browser are similarly written to the index.html file of Homepage C. Here, if 
the WWW browser of Computer A accesses Homepage A, Server A returns the 
index.html file in Homepage A to a WWW browser, a WWW browser will interpret the 
HTML document of drawing 1 1 , the information on File A will be displayed on the 
second viewing area of a WWW browser, and the information on File X will be displayed 
on the first viewing area. Similarly, if the WWW browser of Computer B accesses 
Homepage B, the information on File B will be displayed on the second viewing area of 
a WWW browser, and the information on File X will be displayed on the first viewing 
area. Similarly, if the WWW browser of a computer 3 accesses Homepage C, the 
information on File C will be displayed on the second viewing area of a WWW browser, 



and the information on File X will be displayed on the first viewing area. Therefore, 
when the information on File X will be displayed on the first viewing area of each 
computer A f Computer B, and Computer C in common, news information etc. was put 
into File X and the homepage of either of the servers A is accessed even if it does not 
specify the address of File X from a WWW browser, it can display on the screen which 
always begins news information etc. 

[0010] About the FRAME tag (a kind of HTML functor) for dividing and displaying the 
display screen of these WWW browsers, it is written to reference, such as ** and a 
guide to HTML (roller RIMEI work). 
[0011] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] When changing the news information on 
the contents of the file X etc. according to these conventional approaches A new 
news information file (file Y) is prepared in the same server. The HTML functor 12 in 
the index.html file of the homepage A shown in drawing 1 1 It needed to change into 
the HTML functor of displaying the information on File Y on the first viewing area of a 
WWW browser, and needed to change also to each homepage B and Homepage C. This 
activity was a very serious activity, when the number of homepages increased. 
[0012] Moreover, although news information could be changed even if it changed File 
X into another identifier and newly changed File Y into the identifier of File X, this also 
had serious modification. There were the above troubles by the conventional approach. 
[0013] This invention aims at offering the approach of replacing data with the need of 
updating frequently [ the news information displayed when a homepage is accessed at 
a part of viewing area of the WWW browser of the computer connected to the Internet, 
in order to see a homepage ], without changing the HTML functor in two or more 
homepages. 
[0014] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, in 
the homepage display system of the Internet of this invention A CGI program and the 
HTML text file which has the first homepage address, With the WWW server which has 
the HTML text file which has the second homepage address, and the HTML text file 
which has the third homepage address Two or more computers for seeing homepage 
data are connected on the Internet. The WWW browser is installed in two or more 
computers for seeing homepage data. Said CGI program is constituted so that the 
HTML text file which has the second homepage address when it performs may be 
called. The HTML text file which has the first homepage address The HTML functor 
for displaying the data which starts said CGI program and is obtained as a result on a 



part of homepage viewing area of a WWW browser is included. And the HTML functor 

for calling the HTML text file which has the third homepage address, and displaying on 

a part of other homepage viewing areas of a WWW browser is included. 

[0015] Furthermore, if it creates so that the HTML text file in the WWW server 

corresponding to each time zone may be called and the data of said HTML text file 

may be displayed on a WWW browser by a part of viewing area of delivery and a WWW 

browser in data according to the time zone when the program was performed, if the 

above-mentioned CGI program is performed by the server by which the program is 

placed, it is effective by the reason for carrying out a postscript. 

[001 6] Furthermore, the HTML text file which has the homepage address of the above 

first, the HTML text file which has the second homepage address, the HTML text file 

which has the third homepage address, and a CGI program may be made to exist in the 

separate server on the Internet, respectively. 

[0017] 

[Function] The homepage display system ( drawing 1 ) of the Internet constituted as 
mentioned above If the HTML text file which has the first homepage address from the 
WWW browser of the computer for seeing homepage data is accessed A WWW browser 
interprets the HTML functor in said HTML text file. A WWW server is made to call the 
HTML text file which has the third homepage address, the data of the HTML text file 
which has the third homepage address is received, and it displays on a part of viewing 
area of a WWW browser. Next, a WWW browser makes a WWW server perform a CGI 
program, and the HTML text file which has the second homepage address as a result 
is called by the WWW server, and it is sent to the WWW browser of a computer. A 
WWW browser displays the data of the HTML text file which has the second homepage 
address on a part of other viewing areas. 

[0018] Furthermore, if it is constituted according to the time zone when the program 
was performed so that the HTML text file corresponding to each time zone may be 
called, the above-mentioned CGI program can change the information taken out to a 
part of viewing area of the WWW browser of the computer for seeing homepage data 
according to a time zone, even if it does not change the contents of said CGI program. 
[0019] 

{Example] If an example is explained with reference to a drawing, in drawing 1 , the 
WWW server A30, the WWW server B31, computer A5, computer B6, and a computer 
C7 are connected on the Internet. A homepage A32, a homepage B33, a homepage 
C34 ( the CGI program 1 that has an identifier of newsl.cgi with an Internet address 
(URL) called http://www.aa.com/cgi-bin/news1.cgi, and the CGI program 41 which 



has an identifier of news2.cgi with an Internet address {URL) called 
http://www.aa.com/cgi-bin/news2.cgi exist in the WWW server A. The CGI program 
file with the identifier of newsl.cgi is written in Perl language, as shown in drawing 8 . 
The CGI program file with the identifier of news2.cgi is written in Perl language, as 
shown in drawing 9 . Homepage A has an Internet address called 
http://www.aa.com/homeA/index.html, and consists of a file of the file name of 
index.html, and a file named fileA.html. Homepage B has an Internet address called 
http://www.aa.com/homeB/index.html, and consists of a file of the file name of 
index.html, and*a file named fileB.html. Homepage C has an Internet address called 
http://www.aa.com/homeC/index.html, and consists of a file of the file name of 
index.html, and a file named fileC.html. The index.html file of Homepage A f Homepage 
B, and Homepage C is written by HTML language, as shown in drawing 2 . 
[0020] The file which has an identifier of fileX.html with an Internet address (URL) 
called http://www.bb.com/fileX.html, and the file which has an identifier offileY.html 
with an Internet address (URL) called http://www.bb.com/fileY.html exist in the WWW 
server B31. The fileX.html file in the WWW server B is written by HTML language, as 
shown in drawing 4 . Moreover, the fileY.html file in the WWW server B is written by 
HTML language, as shown in drawing 5 . Moreover, the WWW browser is installed in 
Computer A, Computer B, and Computer C. 

[0021] If the HTML functor 9 of drawing 2 is interpreted by the WWW browser of a 
computer {Computer A, Computer B, or Computer C), the contents of the fileA.html 
file shown in drawing 3 will be changed as shown in drawing 6 , and it will be displayed 
on the second viewing area of a WWW browser. If the HTML functor 8 of drawing 2 is 
interpreted by the WWW browser of a computer (Computer A, Computer B, or 
Computer C), a WWW browser will require a newsl.cgi program execution result of the 
WWW servers A HTTPD program. And if it performs, the contents of the fileX.html file 
shown in drawing 4 will be passed to the WWW servers A HTTPD program, the 
contents of the fileX.html file will be further passed to the WWW browser of a 
computer (Computer A, Computer B, or Computer C) from a HTTPD program, and 
since a newsl.cgi program is a program which calls fileX.html, as shown in drawing 6 , 
it will be displayed on the first viewing area of a WWW browser. Drawing 12 rewrites 
the contents of the newsl.cgi program shown in drawing 8 . That is, fileX.html is 
changed into fileY.html. If this changed newsl.cgi program is used, the data of 
fileY.html can be displayed on the first viewing area of a WWW browser as shown in 
drawing 7 . 

[0022] Furthermore, if the news2.cgi program shown in drawing 9 is used, the data 



called is changeable with the time zone when a program is performed. That is, when 
the second of current time of day is smaller than 30 seconds, the data of a fileXI .html 
file is called, the data of a fileX1.html file is displayed on the first viewing area of a 
WWW browser, when the second of ** and current time of day is smaller than 30 
seconds, the data of a fileX2.html file is called and the data of a fileX2.html file is 
displayed on the first viewing area of a WWW browser. 
[0023] 

[Effect of the Invention] This invention does so the effectiveness that data with the - 
need of updating frequently, such as news information displayed when a homepage is 
accessed at a part of viewing area of the WWW browser of the computer connected to 
the Internet, in order to see a homepage, can be replaced without changing the HTML 
functor in two or more homepages since it is constituted as explained above.
